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I. WHAT IS NOMINAL GROUP? 


e Group 
Etymologically, the word group was derived from the French word groupe 


which means “knot”. Literally, the word group is used to refer to a 
collection of individuals regarded as a unit or a whole. 


Group is grammatical unit immediately below the clause and immediately 
above the word in the hierarchy of grammatical unit. 


e Nominal Group 


Before we define what nominal group is, we have to know group sia all 
about. According to Boadi et al (1990), group is a term applied to a 
sequence of words belong together grammatical. On the other hand 
Adejere and Adejere (1996) defined the group as a grammatical unit 
immediately below the clause and above the word in the hierarchy of 
grammatical unit. 


Nominal group is a group headed by a nominal group that is by noun, 
pronoun and nominalization. The nominal groups function at three levels 
out of four in the clause structure. The nominal groups can therefore 
realize the subject, complement and adjunct slot the position in the 
structure of the clause. It is only in the predicator that the nominal group is 
not found, some examples are; 


S P C 
1. Beautiful women: /beautiful women / like / fine cloth 
S P C A 
2. A new car: /I/ bought/ a new car/ yesterday/ 
S P A 
3. This morning: Musa / arrived / this morning 
S P A A 
4. All my life: /I/ spent/ all my life/ in Jos/ 
S P C 


5. Driving: /driving/ is/ very interested/ 
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II. FUNCTION OF NOMINAL GROUP 
Nominal group functions at the two (2) different levels of linguistics 


structure: 

1) The nominal group functions at the primary degree of delicacy as the 
element of clause structure in tree 

2) The nominal group functions in different slots: subject, complement 
and adjunct as the secondary degree of delicacy. 


e Subject Position 


In the structure of clause, the subject position is essential and compulsory 
occupied by nominal group. For examples: 


e /we are happyl * /the students performed well last year/ 
e /Mary is a novelist/ * the Vice Chancellor called up the meeting/ 
e /writing is my hobby/ 


e Complement Position 


Nominal group also realizes the complement position in the structure of the 
clause. E.g.: 


e /give/ peace a chance/ * /T Nlove/ you! 
e /Moses is a prophet/ * /they /had/a ghastly car accident/. 


e {What I want /is/ what I do/ 


It should however denote that nominal group shares a group with adjective 
or adjectival group. 


e Adjunct Position 


Nominal group with temporal noun heads usually function as an adjunct that 
is occupied adjunct position in the structure of the clause. For example: 


S P C A 
e last week: /Italy won the world cup last week/; 
S P A 


e last night: /they arrived last night/; 
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S P C A 
e this morning: /the students of English are happy this morning/; 
SP C A 
e this afternoon: /it is very hot this afternoon/; 
S P A 
e last night: /they arrived last night/; 
S P C A 


e last year: /I passed this course last year/. 


Secondly, the nominal group as part from function as element of clause 
structure at the primary degree of delicacy that is as SC&A, they can also 
function as element of group structure, the nominal group function within a 
prepositional group as qualifier to the prepositional head, For example: 


e /from the school/ * /around the girls/ 

e /between the two villages/ * /within the premises/ 
e /on the table/ * /in the house/ 

e /beside the school/ * /by the riverside/. 


The function of nominal group in within the prepositional group structure is 
as the secondary group of delicacy. 


In nutshell, the nominal group functions first as an element of subject (S), 
complement (C) and adjunct (A) in clause structure. Secondly, it functions 
as an element of group structure within the prepositional group 
structure. The function in the clause level as SC and A are at the primary 
degree of delicacy, while the function of the nominal group as the element 
of the prepositional group structure (PGS) is as secondary degree of 
delicacy. 


HI. WORD CLASS IN THE NOMINAL GROUP STRUCTURE 


The term nominal group signifies that, the group is used to describe as the 
word class noun it is an important element of structure. It is however 
imperative (important) to note that, not only noun function as nominal, 
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pronoun and nominalization are also function in nominal group structure. 
For examples: 
S P C S P C 
e /we enjoy the music/ * /Musa hates herl. 


In the above examples, ‘we’ and ‘her’ here are pronouns function as 
nominal subject and complement positions in the clause structure 
respectively. Apart from noun and pronoun, nominalization also functions as 
a nominal group, for example: 


S P C 
e /driving is a complex skill/, 
S P C 


e /swimming is a very interesting game/. 


In the examples above driving and swimming which are supposed to be 
verbs have been made to function as a nominal, they therefore have been 
nominalize. Nominalization is therefore a word which is neither a pronoun 
nor noun, but has been made to function as a noun within the clause 
structure. 


NOMINALIZATION 


A part from nominalizing a single word, such as writing, swimming, reading 
and riding which are all verbs but can be nominalized to function as nominal 
a whole clause can also be nominalized when rank shifted to function as 
nominal group in the clause of another clause. Some examples that can be 
cited in use are relative clause and interrogative clause. Clause can be cited 
in use of: 

1. Non-finite clause 2. Relative clause 3. Interrogative clause 
Non-finite clause can be rank shifted to function as nominal group in the 
structure of another clause. E.g. 


S P A 
e /her coming to school/ was not approved by her parents/ 
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S P C 


e /giving alms to the need/ helps the societyl 
S P C 


o /forthe governor to sign our cheque is a task must be donel. 
S P C 


e /learning to speak English well is very difficult/ 


2. Relative Clause 


Relative Clause initiated by relative pronouns “that” may be nominalized, 
e.g. 


e /that_our Nigerian leaders are corrupted is very true for gone 
conclusion/ 


/Mary believes that she is beautiful/ 
/that the student did well is a good one/ 


e /it is not setting that the President visits Borno State/ 
e /it is not true that the president ordered the raid in Jos/ 


3. Interrogative Clause 


Interrogative clauses are clauses that are introduced by interrogative 
pronouns. They can be nominalized to function in both subject and 
complement position of the clause, e.g.: 


e /show us where to plant cassava/ 
e /what went wrong the class building in Lagos has not been identified / 


e /who the next president will be is not clear to Nigerian! 

e /have you learn how to drive a car/ 

e /have you learned how to drive a car?/ 

e = /the ministry must decide how many worker it will retrain/ 
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IV.STRUCTURE OF ENGLISH NOMINAL GROUP 


THE NOMINAL GROUP STRUCTURAL FORMULA 





The structure of nominal group is formed by a nominal in combination of 
other word classes. The nominal in the group weather it is a noun, pronoun 
or nominalization function as a head of that group. The structure of nominal 
group in English is represented by a structural formula which is (M) H (Q). 
(M) modifier, H is the head word while (Q) is qualifier. The H is not 
breaketed to show that it is the most important and obligatory element in the 
nominal group structure, both M and Q are bracketed to indicate that, they 
are optional elements in nominal group structure. For examples: 


H MH MH Q 
/boy/ / the boy/ /the boy in the car/ / boys in the house/ these are all 
nominal group. 


ENGLISH NOMINAL GROUP STURTURAL TYPES 


The MHQ structural formula can be used in generating four (4) different 
nominal group structures as we have just amplified above. The MHQ 
structural formula can there be used in generating the structure of all 
possible nominal group in Standard English. 


THE H TYPES NOMINAL GROUP STRUCTURE 


The H type nominal consists/contains head only here; noun, pronoun and 
nominalization realized the structure of H type nominal group. 


Noun as H-type Nominal Group 


Proper noun, some common noun and double headed appositive nouns are 
function as H-type nominal group. 


Proper noun as H-type nominal group 


Proper noun can be used to function as a H-type in nominal group, for 
example;

e /Dr.Parakesh is an Indian/ 
H 
e /Gadau experience rainfall this morning/ 
H 


e /Beauty did not attend the class/ 


Common Noun as H-type Nominal Group 


Common noun can be used to function as head in the structure of nominal 
group, for example:

e /rice is not native Africa/ 


Double Head as H-type Nominal Group 


Double head noun can be used in realizing head in structure of nominal 
group, for example:

Appositive Noun as H-type nominal group 


Appositive noun is a word that refers to the same person or thing and has the 
same relationship to other sentence elements. Appositive noun can be used 
to function as Head in structure of nominal group, for example:

The MH nominal group has modifier and head, and there is no qualifier, for 
example:

The group in the HQ-type nominal group has the structure of H + Qualifier 
(Q), for example:

e /student on scholarship must serve the Local government for 2 years/ 
M H 
e /someone in the class asked me a question /

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MHQ TYPES NOMINAL GROUP 


The MHQ type nominal group has a full nominal structure with modifier, 
head and qualifier. Some examples are:

/two Nigerian authors of English were honoured last night/ 
M H Q 
e /the people who live in the glass house should not throw stone/ 
M H Q 
e /the book that Musa gave me is interested/ 
M H Q 
e /one woman I admire must be / 
M H Q 
e /some people who living in Abuja are very generous/ 
M H Q 
e /that girl in the class is my fiancée/ 


MODIFIER SYSTEM OF MODIFIER 


The function of modifiers is found (4) elements in the group: 


1. D = determiner 

2. O = ordinal/numerals/number 
3. E = epithet/adjective 

4. N = nominal/nouns 


Epithet is always realized by adjective in the group, for examples: 


DEN 
e /the tall man in the car/ 
D E E N H 


e /the three great Nigerian writers/ 


The English nominal group is realized by MHQ structure, the modifier even 
though have optional elements in the structure of the nominal group. It is 
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fairly elaborated system. It is system that realized by different word classes 
which made up of its structure. 


STRUCTURE OF MODIFIER 


The modifier is comprised of four (4) elements of structure that is 
determiner, ordinal, epithet and nominal (DOEN). The DOEN always occur 
in their nominal order of occurrence that is the determiner come first 
followed the ordinal and then epithet and nominal. The structure is therefore 
irreversible or cannot be interchanged. Examples: 


D O E N H 
e /the three pretty school (girl)/ 


D O E N H 
e /the three desperate bank (robber)/ 
D E N H 


e /all the illiterate woman (activists)/ 


The term determiner, ordinal, epithet and nominal (DOEN) are closely 
related to the word classes which nominal functions in each of the four (4) 
position. Therefore, D- is realized by determiners or articles, e.g. a/an, the 
etc. O- is realized by numerals, e.g. one, two, three, first, second, third etc. 
E- is realized by adjectives, e.g. big, small, sincere, beautiful, short, black, 
tall, pretty etc. N- is realized by noun e.g. bank, English, school, man etc. 
these therefore means that we can have nominal group in four (4) different 
modifier structure as we have seen in some example above, one of the 
example which is /the two great Nigeria author/ can be represented or 
illustrated in tree diagram as: 


M 
D O E N 
the two great Nigeria (author) 
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It should be noted that, since the modifier is an optional structure of the 
element, it is possible to have the modifier structure with some of the 
element missing, e.g. 


THE DETERMINER (DEICTIC) 


Determiner functions as first element in the structure of the modifiers, they 
also known as DEICTIC. Determiners help to identify the words which they 
follow them, these words are nouns, e.g. a book, an orange, the house etc. 


SUB-TYPES OF DETERMINERS 


Determiner itself is divided into three (3) types: 
1. Pre-determiner D! 

2. Determiner proper D* 

3. Post determiner D* 


The sub-types of the determiner in the structure of nominal group are: 

1. Pre-determiner D! — it has three members: all, both and half. 

2. Determiner proper D’ — they include the, a, an, this, that, his, my, any, 
John’s etc. 

3. Post determiner D° — its members are some, such, same, other etc. 


PRE-DETERMINER 


These are all, both and half. The function in the structure of the modifier is 
element that comes before the determiner proper, e.g. 


all, both, half - the students attended the lesson 
Some other pre-determiners are deal with numerals or number, e.g. twice, 
double etc. Only one pre-determiner function at a time in the structure of the 
modifier, two of them cannot be used at the same time in the sentence. E.g. 
It is wrong to say all, both the students attended the lesson 
But, we can say: 
e all the students attended the lesson, or 


e both the students attended the lesson. 
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DETERMINER PROPER D 


The determiner proper are: a, an, the and pronoun such as our, his, her, their 
and proper nouns use as possessive (genitive noun), e.g. Mary’s, Ali’s, 
Usman’s etc 

Examples: the book, all the book, all his book, an orange, both the 
oranges, Mary’s house, her watch, his car, all their houses. 


PRONOUN IN THE DETERMINER POSITION 


Different types of pronoun function as determiner proper in the structure of 
the modifier of the nominal group, they include: genitive pronoun 
(possessive pronoun), demonstrative pronouns. 


GENETIVE PRONOUN (POSSESSIVE PRONOUN) 


They are articles because they perform the same function as article a, an and 
the, the examples are: my, his, her, our, their etc. 

Semantically they are called pronoun but because of the syntactic function 
they performed, they are referred to as article because they do not co-occur 
together with the articles, it is therefore wrong to say they our bicycle or the 
my bicycle. In term of position in the structure of the modifier in nominal 
group, they can be preceded by determiners, e.g. All my books, half of his 
money, both wives are pregnant. 


DEMOSTRATIVE PRONOUNS 


The demonstrative pronouns are this and that, and these and those, they can 
be used as determiner proper in the structure of the modifier. E.g. this book, 
these books, that girl, those girls. 


It should be noted that, both this and that can be preceded by determiner of 
D! e.g. All that people need is a simple survival, because they function as 
determiner proper, they cannot co-occur with a, an and the, we cannot say 
the this man, the that boy, a this boy, an that orange. 
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INVARIABLE DETERMINER PRONOUN 


Invariable determiner pronoun, because they have only one from that is they 
do not have plural form. They complimentary distribution can co-occur with 
articles a, an and the e.g. invariable determiner pronouns in context are: 


* some good ripe mangoes * any good ripe mangoes 


PROPER NOUN PERFORMNING DETERMINER FUNCTION 
When proper nouns are used as determiners they perform possessive 
function. E.g. 


* /Mary’s car is beautiful/ * /Musa’s house/ 
* /John’s house/ * /Dr. Ado’s book/ 


POST DETERMINER D 


Post determiner occurs immediately after the determiner proper. They are 
three in numbers, they are: some, other and such. For examples: 
D! D? D? D! D? 
* /all the other children/ * /the two cars are bought the same thing/ 


ORDINAL 


In the modifier system the ordinal immediately follow the determiner. The 
ordinator or ordinal in English has two types they are: ordinal and cardinal 
numerals. 

Ordinal numerals perform numerate functions (listing) e.g. first, second, 
third, fourth, fifth etc. 


* /his first novel/ * /the third student/ 
* /the second person/ * /the fourth car/ 
Other ordinal numerals include: next and last e.g. 


* /the next house/ * /the last athlete/ 


Cardinal numerals include: one, two, three, four, five etc. they can co- 
occur with or without a determiner. E.g. 
* /one goat/ * /two goat/ */the last three goat/ 


When they are used, they agree in number (concord) with the noun they precede.

Items that occupy the epithet position in the modifier structure are usually 
adjectives. The epithet position can be very complex because they are many 





up to four (4) epithet or adjective co-occurring together in the modifier 
structure. E.g.

the good young Nigerian stage actor 


The sequence is invariable because they do not change their position. For 
example the adjective that functions as E! is called attitudinal adjective, 
e.g. good, lovely, clean, interesting, gifted, silly etc. E? position is occupied 
by adjective that deal with age and size, e.g. small, last etc. The E’ position 
is occupied or deals with provenance (nationality) Nigerian, American, 
Ghanaian etc. and other mode of nouns, e.g. wooden, silky, golden etc. other 
are those that describe geographical position, e.g. Eastern, western, mid- 
east. 


NOMINATOR 


Nominator they were occur in modifier system, it is immediately follows the 
epithet sometimes the noun function as nominator denotes as inherent 
properties as the head word modifier. E.g. stone path, iron bend, university 
lecturer, time table committee, railway booking office etc. 


QUALIFIERS SYSTEM IN THE STRUCTURE OF THE NOMINAL GROUP 


The qualifier is the third linguistics element in the nominal group structure. 
It is an optional element as we can have nominal group without a qualifier, 
e.g. /man/, /the man/, /the tall man/ 





The qualifier is immediately preceded by the head word. Unlike the 
modifier, the qualifier has more internal structure, those major types of 
grammatical structure formation as qualifiers in the structure of nominal 
group, they are: words, groups and clauses. 
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WORD AS A QUALIFIER 


There are some words that can function as qualifier in the structure of 
nominal group, they include; verbs, adjectives, pronoun and prepositions. 


ADJECTIVE AS QUALIFIER 


Some adjectives such as nice, new, spectacular, rude, exciting, beautiful etc. 
can function as qualifier in the nominal group structure. E.g. 
S P A 
e Spectacular: /nothing spectacular happen during the party/ 


S P A H Q 
e Rude: /someone rude cannot success in his life/ /someone rude/ 
S P € g 
e Exciting: /I will show you something exciting/ 


S P C A H Q 
e New: /We saw nothing new in the zoo/ /nothing new/ 
S P C C H Q 


e Nice: /they will give us something nice/ /something nice/ 


VERBS AS A QUALIFIER 


Verbs also function as qualifier in the structure of group. E.g. 


S P C A M H Q 
e Beaten: /he was the first beaten in the context/ /the first person beaten/ 


S P C M H Q 
e Dancing: /the first student dancing is Maryam/ /the first student dancing/ 
S P C M H Q 


e Cured: /the patient cured was not discharge/ /the patient cured/ 


PREPOSITIONS FUNCTION AS QUALIFIER 


Some proposition function as qualifier in the structure of the nominal group, 
e.g.

ADVERB AS A QUALIFIER 


A part from adjective, prepositions and verbs, adverbs can also function as 
qualifier in the structure of nominal group.

PRONOUN AS QUALIFIER 


There reflexive pronoun: myself, himself, ourselves, yourself, their selves 
can function as qualifier when they are use. The head word is always a 
personal pronoun or proper noun or common noun. E.g.

e myself: /I myself witnessed the encounter/ /I myself/ 
S P C H Q 
e himself: /John himself wrote the poem/ /John himself/

e themselves: /the girls themselves attended the party/ /the girls themselves/ 


THE GROUPS FUNCTION AS QUALIFIER 


Nominal group, verbal group, adjectival group and prepositional group can 
function as qualifier in the structure of nominal group.

Some nominal group with MH and MHQ structure can function as qualifier 
in the nominal group structure. E.g.

/a man strong enough/ 
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PREPOSITION AL GROUP AS QUALIFIER 
Prepositional group can occur as qualifier elements in the nominal groups 
structure. E.g.: 
e Inside the class: /the students inside class are level two students of English/ 
M H Q 

/the students inside the class/ 

e of Carabao town: /Mr. Felix of Carabao twon is a presidential adviser/ 
H Q 
/Mr. Felix of Carabao town/ 


M H Q 

e on the table: /the books on the table belongs to me/ /the books on the table/ 
M H Q 

e in the house: /the man in the house is my boss/ /the man in the house/ 
M H Q 

e by the door: /the girls by the door are beautiful/ /the girls by the door/

THE CLAUSE AS QUALIFIER 


A part from words and groups, clauses can function as qualifiers within the 
structure of nominal groups. They are clauses but they have been rank 
shifted to function as element within the nominal group structure. Different 
types of clauses can function as qualifiers. E.g.: 


MAIN OR ALPHA CLAUSE AS QUALIFIER 


Independent clauses are capable of function as qualifier in the nominal 
group structure. E.g.: 


e we won the match: M H Q 

/the day we won the match was very busy/ /the day we won the match/ 
e I bought: M H Q 

/the car I bought is very problematic/ /the car I bought/ 

We saw: M H Q 


/the man we saw yesterday is the president/ /the man we saw yesterday/ 
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BETA OR SUBORDINATE CLAUSES FUCNTION AS QUALIFIER 


Beta clauses can also be used as qualifiers in the nominal group structure,
